The prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach a BLSR transmission ring system 
comprising a channel-adding node that adds a channel to the ring and transmits its node ID to 
other nodes when creating a squelch table, a channel-dropping node that drops the channel from 
the ring and stores the node ID of the channel-adding node in a squelch table, wherein the 
channel-dropping node detects a failed channel, of a plurality of failed channels, based on 
information about a location of failure on the ring, a ring-topology table and the node ID of the 
channel-adding node when the failure occurs and then inserting a squelch into the failed channel, 
all of which is recited in independent claims 1 and 8.
